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DECLARATION OF MARY KATHERINE MERLINO 



I, Mary Katherine Merlino, do hereby declare and state that: 



1 . I am a Docketing Agent with the law firm of Cozen O'Connor. 

2. On or about December 14, 2007, I was informed that the assignee of U.S. Patent 
Application No. 10,559,401 (the subject application) had received a Notice of Abandonment 
indicating that the subject application was abandoned for failure to provide a response to a 
Notification of Missing Requirements, which was allegedly mailed on April 28, 2006. 

3. Cozen O'Connor was designated as the correspondence addressee for the subject 
application at the time of the alleged mailing of the Notification of Missing Requirements. 

4. I have searched and reviewed the docketing records for the subject application. 
The docketing records indicate that the Notification of Missing Requirements allegedly mailed 
April 28, 2006 was not received.
